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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the '865 des not provide a 
process with appropriate components or concnetrations. Further the combination would include extra polymers and excipinets. However 
the claims are open ot the inclusion of additional components that do not change the material properties of the resulting product, meaning 
the polymers of the '865 patent are encompassed by the referecne. The combination of referecne provides a process comprising the 
spraydrying of a composiiton comprising 15-45% by weight of a non-ionic surfactant, with appropriate HLB values. The '422 patent 
establishes that this combination of concnetration and HLB values is optimal for sizing and processing. For these reasons the claims 
remain obviated. 
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
